DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Permanent Press co-publisher Martin Shepard 
was seen Wednesday morning heading down 
the escalator at the Sag Harbor station carrying 
a copy of a book written by Jon Stewart. Our 
spotter was unable to see where he was going 
because she lost him in the crowds. Double 
Pulitzer Prize winner Robert Caro was seen 
Thursday afternoon on the Bridgehampton 
platform heading for Sagaponack with 
his wife Ina. Katie Lee was seen with 
Kim Kardashian with umbrellas, blankets 
and beach chairs on the subway spur that 
connects downtown East Hampton with Main 
Beach. 

Our spotters saw Ken Lipper with a group 
of other Wall Street types sitting in a 
subway car reading Wall Street Journals 
on the way from Wainscott to Georgica on 
Friday afternoon. 


DEATH ON THE SUBWAY 


_As we learned when it was all over, two party 


entrepreneurs had set up nightclubs over 
Memorial Day weekend in two warehouse rooms 
across from each other down in the tunnel 
between Water Mill and Bridgehampton. You’d 
enter the nightclubs by walking 200 yards down 
the tunnel walkway from the Bridgehampton 
station and then knocking on either of the two 
warehouse doors there so security could decide 
whether to let you in. Hamptons Subway had 
known nothing about this. 

The death occurred when one of the 
merrimakers, in a party hat, tried to walk across 
the tracks from one nightspot to the other 
and stepped on the third rail late on the night 
of July 4. Someone saw the body there along 
the side of the tracks and on their cell phone 
called 911. 

Both nightspots have been shut down. We 
had this problem once before, in 2003. But 
nobody died then. There are many warehouses 
lining both sides of the subway tunnels. We 
can’t keep track of all of them, unfortunately. 
But when this sort of thing happens, we 
take action. 


FLATLINING 

One thing we have turned a blind eye to until 
now has been something the teenagers here call 
“flatlining.” They climb up on the subway cars 
when they stop at the station and lie flat on the 
roof until the subway train makes a full circuit 
of the system. So far we’ve allowed this because 
the kids seem to like it and it was kind of amacho 
thing to do. But with this guy on the third rail, so 
far unidentified and the body unclaimed, we’ve 
decided to take action to prevent flatlining. 
Barbed wire has been placed on the top of each 
subway car so this can’t continue to happen. 


TOPEKA, KANSAS 

The new marketing and public relations director 
of Hamptons Subway Warren Harding had 
his first successful promotion. He sold all the 
interior walls of the Hamptons Bays Station to 
the City of Topeka, Kansas. For 14 days, walls 
were plastered with posters of the Kansas 
State Capital building and the Charles Curtis 
State Office Building facing it, of Washburn 
University, and of Cyrus K. Holliday and his 
first railroad engine for the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad he founded in Topeka in 
1859. Many subway riders became confused by 
this and believed they were in Topeka rather 
than Hampton Bays, but other than that, it 
was a great success and the Hamptons Subway 
management considered it a plus.

The Middle Class, Priced Out of the Hamptons Years Ago, Now Returns |

™ wo nights ago around midnight, as we went 
upstairs to get ready for bed, we heard 
voices. They were not coming from inside the 
house. They were coming from outside the 
house. 

Our house is on a hillside, overlooking a 
harbor, and it is surrounded—except toward 
the water—with shrubs and trees that block 
out any view of the neighbors, whose houses 
are some distance away down the road and 
behind us. 

We went out to a deck to listen. It was 
definitely coming from the woods up the hill 
behind us, the breeze wafting these voices 
over to our property. They were happy voices, 
full of conversation and laughter. It appeared 
that somebody was having a house full of 
people over, and they were enjoying a nice late 
evening. No music was involved. 

We looked at each other. It was a warm night. 
We walked up the hill to investigate. There, in 
the woods, is a cul-de-sac with three houses on 
it, and there it was, not in one of these houses 
but in two of them. All the lights were on in both 
houses. You could see people sitting in living 
rooms, standing around kitchen tables. They 


were middle-aged people for the most part. And 
we could pick up snatches of what they were 
saying. 


“_..found this wonderful beach in Amagansett.” 


“... told us about this place called Loaves and 
Fishes in Sagaponack...” 


“...going to a play at Guild Hall...” 


Out front of each house there were five or six 
cars. Not fancy cars, but new ones. Hyundais. 
Fords. Hondas. Chevrolets. 

These were people from the MIDDLE CLASS! 
We turned and ran back down through the 
woods to our home, went upstairs and went 
right to sleep. 

The next morning, quite by chance, we read 
an article about the middle class in The New 
York Times that explained what we had seen. 
The middle class has not been in the Hamptons 
for years. The Hamptons today is a place for 
only the rich, and the lucky local people who 
bought homes years ago when prices were low. 
As for the working class, they are long gone 
to towns to the west with names like Shirley, 
Center Moriches and Manorville. They come 


out here every morning in their panel trucks 
and pick-ups to attend to the swimming pools, 
gardens, tennis courts and home repairs of the 
rich. As for the middle class from the city who 
used to fondly spend vacations here, they not 
only can’t afford to buy any home, they can’t 
even afford the rents. $70,000 for the summer? 
$30,000 for a month? Forget it. 

According to the Times, they are BACK. With 
a vengeance. They have found a way. It’s called 
Airbnb. 

They are back because of those locals who 
bought years ago. These people are now renting 
rooms in their homes by posting photos and 
descriptions on airbnb.com and similar sites. 
The rent isn’t much—$75 a night, $175 a night, 
$300 a night for the whole three-bedroom 
house while they go away to visit relatives in 
Albuquerque for a month. And it adds up. 

I actually know some who are doing this. 
One man in Sag Harbor has taken to wearing a 
captain’s hat everywhere. Recently divorced, 
he not only rents rooms but also charges to 
take people out in his cabin cruiser for a day. 

This is now a huge business. According 
to the Times, rentals in the Hamptons 
through airbnb.com and other such sites are 
exploding. They are not (Cont'd on next page)

cutting into the regular high-end rental 
market. They are expanding the market. And 
it is very dramatic. And, in certain cases, 
very illegal. 

In East Hampton, in single-family home 
neighborhoods, a house can only be rented out 
for two weeks twice a year without a license. 
With a license, you have to pay hotel taxes. 
Nobody is paying hotel taxes. In a single-family 
neighborhood, no more than four individuals 
not related to one another can live in a home. 
You are not allowed to have more than four 
cars parked out front. 

But this is now 
massive scale. 

Larry Cantwell, the East Hampton town 
supervisor, told the Times, “We can’t patrol 
20,000 houses to see if it’s the same people 
every week. So we have to get smart about how 
we pursue these cases.” 

If there are 5,000 such cases, how do you 
do that? The town now has a website where 
you can file complaints. Cantwell’s hired Dave 
Betts, the former director of public safety 
in Southampton, to deal with this issue. 
“Sometimes it’s as simple as finding one too 
many reviews in a six-month period,” Betts told 
the Times. He’s monitoring Airbnb. 

But there seems to be no stopping this. It’s 
everywhere. By 1990, a large illegal immigration 
of Hispanics occurred in this country, and 
there’s been no way to legalize it. By 2000, in 
many parts of the Hamptons, the small homes 
of the departing middle class were torn down

and replaced by giant McMansions for the rich, 
and we have not stopped them. 

And now the middle class is BACK. It’s the 
Revenge of the Middle Class. 

And SHOULD we be trying to stop this? 

The conversations we _ were hearing 
were not from the rich holding a 200- 
guest fundraiser under a tent on _ their 
property. 

The conversations were not from crowds of 
young people getting drunk, partying all night 
and blasting music into the community at 
high volume. 

They were not even from “groupers,” large 
numbers of twentysomethings who take shares 
in homes here to live amongst others they 
don’t even know. 

The conversations were from a large number 
of happy, excited, well-mannered middle-class 
people from the city who hadn’t been here 
in years. 

They want to shop in our stores, eat in 
our restaurants, go to our beaches, stroll our 
sidewalks, photograph our windmills and 
generally have a wonderful time. They bring 
prosperity, life and excitement. As a result of 


this, they will probably return offseason life to 
the center of downtown East Hampton, where 
in recent years so many storefronts shut in the 
wintertime that it is almost a graveyard. The 
existing stores mostly cater only to the rich 
summer people. 

It’s the REVENGE OF THE MIDDLE CLASS. 

And what’s the alternative? Teams of police 
officers raiding homes to see if those they wake 
up are middle-class people who are not related 
to one another? Towing cars, in excess of four, 
away to the pound? Deporting crowds of people 
in handcuffs back to their apartments on the 
Upper West Side? 

Why. not make it a win-win? 

Pass a law requiring that all this has to go 
through real estate brokers. That will make the 
brokers happy. Require that the homeowners 
who rent pay a tax on the rentals. That will 
make the town happy. Pass a law that levies 
huge fines on noise ordinance violations. 
Publish guidelines that urge the middle class 
people to dress and behave well, be friendly to 
the neighbors and go to sleep early. And pass 
a law that says owners must be on premises 
to monitor everything. That will make the 
renters happy. 

As for us, well, the happy voices continue 
here in the night. I think there is another 
house with them now. They usually end when 
we go to bed. After that, we hear the lines of 
the sailboats clanking against the aluminum 
masts in the wind across the street. It’s not all 
that bad. ga

Our Local Area Code Is Maxing Out, and Officials Don’t Know What To Do

ast week, an employee at the NY State Public 
Service Commission came running out of an 
office building screaming “We’re running out of 
631! We’re running out of 631!” 
Yes, that employee had just discovered 
that telephone Area Code 631 would be used 
up within 19 months. Hard to believe. The 
bureaucrats sit at their desks all day staring at 
_ their computers, and they’d never noticed this. 

As a result, the PSC ordered eight separate 
public meetings in Suffolk County (where 631 
resides) during two consecutive days last week 
to get the opinions of the local citizenry about 
what to do. | 

The first took place on Tuesday, July 15, at 1 
p.m. in the Maxine S. Postal Auditorium of.the 
Evans K. Griffing Building at 300 Center Drive 
in Riverhead. It was an informational meeting. 
Then, at 2 p.m., they had a public forum 
there. Four hours later, their public statement 
hearing was in Holbrook at 6:30 p.m., with 
the informational forum at 7:30 p.m., then on 
Wednesday in Smithtown at 1 and 2 p.m., and 
in Huntington Station at 6 and 7 p.m. 

So now, as you read this, the PSC is full up 
with thousands of pages of testimony. They say 


there are two options. 

The first is to overlay a new area code over 
the old so that when 631 runs out, all new 
people get the newer number. 

The second option is to split Suffolk County 
in two and let one part of the county keep 631 
while the other part gets the newer number. 

This is an interesting choice. In the first 
option, you'll be able to tell the old-timers 
from the newcomers. Everyone is suspicious of 
newcomers. So if you’re a mortgage company 
wanting to keep people thinking they can trust 
you, you'll hold tight to your old number. 

The second option, meanwhile, presents an 
enormous opportunity. The eastern end of 
the island, all the rural towns of Southold, 
Southampton, East Hampton, Shelter Island and 
Riverhead, have been trying for years to form a 
new county carved out of Suffolk County. This is 
our big chance. Give “Peconic County” the new 
area code. This will mean that everybody in the 
new county will have to change lots of existing 
entries for local people in their smartphone 
directories, but it will be a small price to pay. 

] might note that this is not the first time the 
PSC has confronted this problem. Twenty years 
ago, all of Long Island was 516. And when that 
ran out (they noticed it three years ahead), 


they decided to split the island. The eastern 
end in Suffolk County got the new number, 631, 
while Nassau County got to keep the old 516. 

If you go back even a bit before that, though, 
there were not even area codes. Watch any old 
movie made before 1955. If Marilyn Monroe 
wants to make a long-distance call,-she dials 0 
and asks to talk to the long-distance operator. 
The operator then dials the seven-digit number 
for her. It was a big deal out here to talk to 
someone who lived in, say, New York City, by 
long distance. And it cost a lot. 

Also, the first three digits were disguised. 
There are songs to listen to where you can hear 
about this. “BEechwood 4-5789” is the name of 
a song sung by the Carpenters. “You can call me 
up and have a date any old time,” is the second 
line of the refrain. An earlier song by one of the 
big bands in the 1940s was called “PEnnsylvania 
6-5000.” In both song titles, those first names 
stood for two digits. Out here we had EAst 
Hampton 4, SAg Harbor 5 and MOntauk 8. On 
a dialing system, the EA stood for 32, the SA 
stood for 72 and the MO stood for 66. So you 
had 324 and 725 and 668, which are three local 
numbers we use today. But I digress. 

I think there is a third option to solving the 
631 problem. In the last (Cont’d on next page) 
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few years, local residents have been fighting 
the electric company to keep them from putting 
up big, tall utility poles. A fight about this in 
Southampton Town resulted in the electric 
company putting the lines underground for five 
miles along Scuttlehole Road. Currently, the 
Town of East Hampton is fighting the electric 
company about new tall utility poles they are 
putting up there. 

It’s very expensive to put wiring underground. 
But my idea would solve that. 

I suggest we offer a new area code number 
that you have to pay for. It would be like an 
American Express Black Card. Everyone would 
know you're pretty special. 

Unlike credit cards, where special cards have 


special colors, however, no particular three- can you hear me now? 
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digit number is more special than any other. 
But that could be part of its charm. Only those 
in the know would know, or to put it another 
way, everybody would know, and that they 
knew and that you knew would make it special. 

Let’s say the new area code you pay for is 799. 
Let’s say its cost is $1,000 a year. So everybody 
keeping 631 and not buying 799 would be 
considered boobs. 

After a short while, those who felt humiliated 
enough would reach in their wallets to divest 
themselves of their humble 631 and buy the 799. 
They’d now have to change all their stationery, 
and they’d have to change all their business 
cards, and they’d have to get all their friends 
and business associates and family to change 
all their smartphone contact directories for 
them. Wow. They’re now pretty important. And 
everybody would know it. 

As a result of this not-very-subtle head trip, 
the number of people keeping the 631 would 
begin to decline, making more room for new 
people to use the 631 without brushing up 
against its ceiling. You’d move into town. You’d 
get the old stained and soiled 631. And you’d 
immediately want the shiny 799. You’d just 
have to round up the bucks. 

So all this money would be coming in to the 
Public Service Commission, and you just know 
where I am going to tell you that this money 
ought to be spent. 

You know, I’ve been writing stories for this 
newspaper since 1960. And this story reminds 
me of another story I wrote years ago, when we 
had rotary phones and you had to dial a number 
by putting your index finger into the proper 
hole and turning it clockwise. There were also, 
at that time, lots of public pay phones. I don’t 
have to tell you about public pay phones. 

So I needed to call somebody who lived 
in East Hampton. I went over to the p 
ayphone, took out my quarter, took the phone 
off the hook, put the quarter in and reached 
out to dial 324. And then I saw there was a big 
moth asleep in the 2 hole. What to do? I had to 
think quickly, before the phone timed out my 
quarter. 

Who did I know who had a phone number that 
would not require my bothering the moth? Had 
to be a friend with a phone number without a 2. 
Couldn’t be the person I had wanted to call in 
East Hampton, couldn’t be Sag Harbor. 

So I called someone in Montauk and | gave 
that moth a ride. 

It woke him up, but when it ended he went 
back to sleep. I think he liked it. ga

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Welcome to Soldier Ride: Cycling for the Cause

ant to make a difference for our returning 
troops while biking across the nation? 
The Wounded Warrior Project—the largest 
nonprofit organization dedicated to providing 
aid and support for veterans, to “foster the 
most successful, well-adjusted generation of 
wounded service members in our nation’s 
history”—is rapidly approaching its 10th year 
of operations. In celebration of this milestone, 
the documentary Welcome to Soldier Ride (the 
brainchild of Matt Hindra and Nick Kraus) will 
premiere on July 18 in Amagansett Square. 
This exhaustive documentary tells the 
incredible story of the first “Riders’>—wounded 
veterans Heath Calhoun and Ryan Kelly, both 
amputees, along with cyclist Chris Carney— 
who biked over 8,000 miles, to span the width of 
the country and back, in less than four months. 
Without intending to, these three men garnered 
huge displays of public support, and eventually 
the Soldier Ride program became a reality. 
Kraus called it “the Forrest Gump effect”— 
but whatever it was, it pushed the Wounded 
Warrior Project into the public eye.

Riding with a reason 


Both Calhoun and Kelly are Purple Heart 
recipients who were nearly killed in Iraq— 
these days, the two spend their time as an 
Olympic skier and a medical helicopter pilot, 
respectively. Before beginning his first ride, 
Carney had been working as a bartender in 
Amagansett, but felt he wasn’t doing enough 
to help returning troops. After years of 
consecutive Soldier Rides, Carney now owns 
Railroad Avenue Fitness in East Hampton. The 
cycling team’s success has transformed Soldier 
Ride from a three-man trip into a full-fledged 
program, which sends riders across the country 
to a different city every month and sponsors 
yearly trips overseas to France, Germany, Israel 
and the UK. 

Welcome to Soldier Ride itself was shot almost 
entirely with a high-def hand-held camera as 
the participants cycled along the road, and 
documents the hardships of the journey, as 
well as one-on-one interviews describing the 
experiences of the veterans and their bumpy 
roads to recovery. The movie spans 10 years 
and was originally conceived as “one cross- 
country trip tagging along with Chris, which 
had the potential to be a great little short film, 
with a solid beginning, middle and end,” says 
Kraus, but “the trip has never ended. | just kept 
filming and filming.” Hindra and Kraus were able 
to whittle the movie down from 500 hours to a 


taut 90 minutes. The film’s mission, according 
to Kraus, is to “elicit continued support for 
our wounded warriors while honoring their 
sacrifices and to encourage and inspire the 
newly wounded to never give up.” It is not 
only an attempt to record that first trip across 
America, but also a chronicle of the first 10 
years of the project. 

The release of the documentary roughly 
coincides with not only the 10th anniversary 
of the Wounded Warrior Project, but also with 
2014’s “Soldier Ride: The Hamptons,” which is 
a local version of the event. This year’s ride, 
set for July 20, is a memorial to the late USMC 
Lance Corporal Jordan C. Haerter of Sag Harbor, 
and will span 30 miles, from Amagansett to Sag

Harbor and back. “The Hamptons ride grew 
into a community ride on its own,” says Kraus. 
“It started with Chris’s friends seeing him off as 
he left on the ride in 2004—then in ’05, when it 
started in California, people joined them as they 
came into East Hampton. In 2007, it became 
more of an organized ride, and now we’ve got 
close to 1,000 people riding every year.” 

Kraus adds, “This grew from an idea in 
a bar to an international effort to treat our 
returning veterans better, and the things 
earlier participants have gone on to do have 
motivated us to turn this into a documentary. 
With the release taking place in Amagansett, 
10 years later to the day, it seems like we’ve 
come full circle.” g&

Imost every little girl believes her father 

is a superhero. Sadly, they outgrow that 
feeling when they come to an age where the sun 
does not shine so brightly on their father any 
longer. For me I still thought that, at the age of 
44, when my father passed away. 

My father worked hard and had to travel a 
lot for work, it kept him away from home, each 
trip seemed like an eternity to me as a child. My 
mother was not one to do any of the fun things 
my dad liked to do. So | always waited anxiously 
for him to return from a trip to see what super 
adventure was to come. 

I remember gorgeous sun sparkling days 
wandering the deserted oceanfront in 
Westhampton. Balmy afternoons, digging for 
clams in Moriches Bay. Cold fall days bundled 
up, walking along the beach in East Hampton. 
Christmas break in front of the fire in Montauk 
listening to the waves crash upon the deserted 
shore. These memories burn radiantly in my 
mind, although captured by pictures that 
remind me of where and when, all I need to 
do is close my eyes and in an instant, I am 
transported back in time. Days of joy and 
laughter come flooding back to me. 

By the time I was in high school, we had left 
the chaotic stretch of Westhampton for the 
oceanfront of Amagansett. My dad was right, of 
course, this quiet stretch of beach was what we 
were looking for, miles of beach all to ourselves. 
I relished endless hours of walks along the 
beach hunting for treasure with my superhero, 
these were some of the best days of my life. 

There was never a summer, fall, winter or 
spring that we did not end up on the shores and 


in the towns of the East End. It was where we 
went. The fall months find so many clamoring 
toward New York City to holiday shop, not so 
for us. We shopped in the towns and villages 
of the East End, enjoying quiet afternoons and 
delicious lunches, finding treasures to bestow 
on those we loved for the holidays. 

My children have grown up staying in the 
same house in Montauk on the ocean each 
summer of their young lives. They bristle with 
excitement in the days leading up to our week 
and race into our house to stake their claim. 
During our week they know nothing else other 
than early morning pajama walks along the 
beach, finding the perfect secluded piece of 
daily real estate along the shore, digging for 
hours in the sand, swimming and frolicking in 
the ocean, watching the sun set and nightly 
bonfires. Pictures capture these days and 
nights, which strung together, tell a story my 
father wrote. 

On an early morning walk, in 2007, along the 
ocean beach in Montauk, as we headed toward 
the not yet visible rising sun, my father told 
me he was terminally ill. He had ALS, more 
commonly known as Lou Gehrig’s disease. My 
mind spun, I felt the cold sand between my toes 
and the ocean breeze on my face, but at my core 
I was numb. I truly knew nothing about what he 
would face, other then he would succumb to it. 
As we walked toward the lighthouse I learned 
a lot about something | didn’t want to have to 
know about. 

In August of 2009, my dad had lived past 
the time his doctors had given him. We as a 
family set out to our house for our week. This 
year the preparation was intense. I had to 
be sure hospice care was_ (Cont'd on next page) 
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in place to come to the house. We needed a 
folder of legal documents, a bag of medications, 
wheelchairs, breathing machines, walkers and 
various pieces of equipment so that we could 
keep him comfortable for the week and be 
prepared for an emergency. We set out so 
that he could have our week at our house this 
final time. 

When we arrived at our house for our week, I 
was excited but nervous. Could we do this? We 
had relied on the support of our local hospice 
for months and now we had to trust new people 
with my precious fading superhero. We quickly 
unpacked, with my father delegating from his 
power-wheelchair in the driveway. I carried the 
last of the items into the house and came out 
to find my children and my father racing down

South Emerson Avenue, he in his wheelchair 
at high-speed them running behind, all three 
of them laughing with glee. My nervous feeling 
evaporated into the wind, a feeling of validation 
filled my heart, knowing this was the right thing 
to do and the only place we should be. 

The week was the best and the worst. With 
each passing day I knew this could be the last 
time I spent this week with my father in this 
place. The harsh reality of what lay before us 
grew more prevalent with each passing hour. I 
struggled at times to be strong like my father, 
being a superhero. It came easier to him then 
it did to me. I was encouraged by my father’s 
good humor at each turn, while I watched his 
body failing him, his mind and spirit remained 
as strong as ever. My father enjoyed the

week completely, never seeming anxious or 
melancholy. His strength and valor amazed me; 
he kept true to his superhero image. 

He told me one sunlit morning, as we listened 
to my children shriek with delight and laughter 
from the other side of the dune, that he could 
die in that very moment the happiest man on 
earth. He told me that I had given him the most 
precious gift he could ever receive. I laughed, 
stunned, he had given all of this to me, he started 
long before I could remember and continued to 
that.very moment. He went on to say that the 
East End had the most beautiful stretches of 
beach anywhere in the world. The view for 


him was magnificent,.because it is where he 


watched his children and grandchildren grow 
up. He told me of his love for my children, 
and me, he made me promise to return here 
each year for always. He told me about what 
should happen after he passed, and said with 
his first frown of the week, that the hardest 
part of knowing you’re dying, is knowing what 
you'll miss. 

When we packed up at the end of the week, 
my father was still grinning from ear to ear. 
Alone, I walked down to the beach, as he and 
I always had, I added a stream of tears to the 
ocean, inspired by painful thoughts of future 
days here without my father. My father endured 
long enough for us to go back to our house for 
Columbus Day weekend that same year. We 
spent four amazing days of making memories 
we all will treasure for a lifetime. We spent 
little time on the beach despite the gorgeous 
weather, spending days on the deck squeezing 
memories into every moment possible. 

My father passed away in November. I was left 
with the strict instructions he had given me in 
August. I set out to honor them one by one. We 
returned for our week in our house in August, 
and made the best of that first trip without him. 
We went back again Columbus Day weekend. 
On a stunning sunlit Saturday, the list of people 
my father had instructed me to invite gathered 
at our house in Montauk. We shared pictures 
and stories and cried until we laughed. After 
a lunch, of all my father’s favorites, we headed 
to the harbor and boarded the Miss Montauk. 
The captain took us to a quiet cove along the 
ocean, the one where | learned of my father’s 
diagnosis. It was there that I laid may father 
to rest. His ashes will forever lap upon the 
shores of the ocean. Every time I walk toward 
the rising sun in Montauk, I know my father 
walks with me. With each new day we welcome 
at our house I see his smile shining along 
the shore. 

My father wasn’t a superhero because he 
possessed super-human powers, but because 
of how he faced each day of his life. He was a 
man who taught me all of the important lessons 
in life. He taught them to me with kindness, 
humor, understanding, support and gentleness. 
He showed me true unconditional love teaching 
me to be brave, strong, loving generous, and 
kind, just like him, through his actions and 
deeds. He was someone who always did the 
right thing whether someone was watching or 
not, never giving up in the face of true adversity, 
helping those in need. He was a mentor and 
an inspiration to more people than he knew, 
and he leaves a vast ocean of emptiness in 
his wake. ga

Who’s Here

am sure you have heard that Gurney’s 

Montauk is in the middle of a huge 
makeover that will return it to its former 
position as one of this country’s great resorts 
and spas. Already much of it is done. The three 
restaurants are now stunningly beautiful with 
great glass vistas that look directly out to the 
ocean. Seventy-one existing rooms have been 
refurbished. Another 38 are new. A huge new 
sand-filtered indoor saltwater pool (the only 
one in North America) has already been set in 
place. The Beach Club has been re-done. And 
the huge spa, all 30,000 square feet of it with 
its 40 treatment rooms, has been refreshed. 
And there is a lot more to come. 

Gurney’s was originally built as an inn and © 
series of rustic cabins on the oceanfront cliff | 
in Hither Hills by Maude Gurney in the late 
1930s. It was “dry,” that is to say no drinking 
was allowed. In the 1950s, in another era, it 
was purchased by the Monte family, with Nick 
Monte at the helm, and it was transformed 
‘into a world-class resort. Unfortunately, the 
building of the spa on the eastern side of the | 
resort got Gurney’s into financial trouble. You 
wouldn’t know it by going there. Everything 
was still just fine. But in the legal battles for 
control that followed, the family had to spend 
much energy avoiding attempted takeovers 
- by a bank and then from some developers 
from Alabama. 

A further development, involving the 
sale of weekly timeshares, caused further 
problems. Turned out that at a certain point, 
the majority of the stock in Gurney’s became 
controlled by all of the timeshare owners. It 
was they, all 5,000 of them, who now had the 
majority interest in the place. (This writer 
owned Christmas week in one of the units). 
But the individual timeshare owners couldn’t 
agree among themselves how to proceed. The 
Monte family, now as management, continued 
to run the place, but without funding beyond 
the basics that the timeshare maintenance 
costs were providing, the whole thing was 
going downhill. And now, it showed. 

Into all of this, quite accidentally, came a man 
named George Filopoulos, a tall, mild-mannered 
fellow who in 2005 bought a private summer 
home for his family on the ocean in Hither Hills 
not far from the Inn and got involved. 

One day, one of his friends and his wife were 
having dinner with them at their summer home. 
The friend owned a timeshare at Gurney’s and 
had all sorts of stories to tell about how the 
shareholders were fighting amongst themselves. 

“There seems to be no way out,” the friend 
said. “The maintenance fees started going up. 
That caused some of the timeshare people to 
abandon their shares. And that made the fees 
go up even further. No one knows what will 
happen to Gurney’s.” 

“You should get involved, George,” his wife, 
Trish, said. 

George demurred. But then he thought about 
it. Indeed, he was trained to get people out 
of just such a mess, while, in the process, 
returning projects to a new success. 


George Filopoulos 
REAL ESTATE VISIONARY 


The man returning 
Gurney ’s to its former 
glory as one of the 
nation’s great resorts 


George was born and raised in a semi-attached 
home in a quiet neighborhood in the north part 
of Flushing, New York. His mother was from 
Athens and his father was from Sparta, Greece. 
When George was 3 years old, his father left the 
marriage, and his mother took on the task of 
raising him and his brother alone. 

“I don’t think of my biological father as my 
rea] father,” George told me. “When | was 6, 
my mom re-married, and it was to her second 
husband that I became a son. He was an 
immigrant from Ecuador and a master diamond 
setter who worked for Tiffany and Winston and 
other retailers on 47th Street in Manhattan. 
That man is who raised me. And his name is 
Cesar Bastidas.” 

Bastidas worked not only for the major stores, 
but he also did settings from a tiny office at their 
home, in what was little more than a closet. He 
also designed jewelry and manufactured it. He 
retired just five years ago, and he is surely very 
proud of his son, as well as the other two young 
men he raised. Nick, George’s younger brother, 


is a plastic surgeon on the upper east side 
of Manhattan. Tom, George’s older brother, 
works in real estate development, overseeing 
a part of the business in New Jersey. 

George went to PS 21 and then the Bronx 
High School of Science, commuting from 
Queens every day. Outside after school he 
played stickball and handball, and he won 
the National Junior Handball Championship 
in 1985. He also worked part-time in the 
Diamond District on 47th Street both for his 
father and for others. He learned business. 
And then he went off to Hofstra for college. 
But he didn’t last. He was too eager to get into 
business himself. 

“I had registered for 16 credits. But I also 
worked jobs to earn a living.” 

He tried his hand at computer programming, 
then in the jewelry business, then he got 
his real estate license and worked for John 
Anthony Associates on 41st Street and Fifth 
Avenue in Manhattan. These were hard 
times. The year was 1989 and there were no 
big deals, only little ones. There were also 
rentals. But he learned. 

“In the late 1980s, many banks were being 
taken over by the FDIC. There was the Savings 
and Loan scandal. Nobody was financing 
acquisitions. There was a need to liquidate, 
and many people did, but the projects often 
just got dumped onto the market and left. 
There were not enough buyers.” 

George began to look for small units to buy, 
fix up and re-sell. 

“A bank would foreclose on a 64 
unit apartment house. I'd bring it out of 
bankruptcy.” 

When George was 19, he met a girl who 
changed his life. He and some friends 
played football and Frisbee on weekends in 
Whitestone Park. They’d all show up in two or 
three cars. One day, they went to a bar near 
NYU and decided to join a group going down 
to Daytona for spring break. One of those in 
the group was a pretty girl named Trish, who 
was 18. She was a student who also worked at 
The New York Times as a reporter’s assistant 
in the metro section, and down in Florida, they 
fell in love. They are still together, 25 years 
later. They lived together for three years, then, 
when he was 24 and she 23, they got married. 
Together, they bought a house that was going 
through foreclosure in Forest Hills, paying 
$120,000. 

“It was our first house,” George says. “It had 
a backyard.” 

They would commute together, Trish to The 
Times, and George to his new firm, Metrovest, 
that he set up in Astoria, Queens, initially to 
broker real estate deals and later to not only 
broker them but also participate in them. 

George and Trish have enjoyed a wonderful 
life together. Metrovest thrived. The company 
moved to Manhattan. The couple moved to 
Westport, Connecticut for two years and 
commuted back to the city by car, which was 
tough. Eventually they moved back, first to 
the West Side, then, as they prospered, to 
the East Side. They rented a summer home in 
Lazy Point, Napeague and _ (Cont'd on next page) 
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then, a few years later, built a home oceanfront 
in Hither Hills. Today, they have two young 
children, George Jr., 3 1/2, and Grace, 1. And 
they love Montauk. 

Perhaps the largest project that George 
and Metrovest ever undertook was _ the 
transformation of a former hospital in Jersey 
City into a condominium and luxury rental 
complex. 

“This was the largest historic conversion in 
the state of New Jersey and the largest in the 
United States,” George told me. 

The hospital had been built in the 1930s as 
a project by Jersey City Mayor Frank Hague 
and financed by the Federal Government under 
Franklin Roosevelt. The buildings comprised 


2 million square feet. And the project is now 
known as The Beacon. 

Prior to that deal there was another large 
Jersey City transaction consisting of two high- 
rise towers totaling 500 units. “This cooperative, 
known as Gregory Park, had 400 families who 
were about to be foreclosed upon.” — 

There were over 200 investors interested 
in bidding at the foreclosure sale, which 
would have resulted in the 400 families 
losing their homes and their equity as 
the building would have reverted to 
rental apartments. 

George’s plan, a unique one, was to talk to 
the co-op owners and make them part of the 
solution. 
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“Many of the co-op owners wanted to stay. I 
told them I would buy them out if they wanted 
to leave. But if they wanted to stay, they 
could. They could keep their equity, join a new 
co-op, and take their chances as minority 
owners with me.” 

The project was renamed Metropolis Towers. 

Five thousand windows were replaced, 
new elevators put in, new balconies 
constructed, new management brought 
in. Half of it now is rentals, and the other 
half is for the co-op owners, who retained 
their homes and saw their equity increase 
dramatically. 

Since that time, dozens of other projects 
have come his way, to become dealt with in 
this light-touch arrangement with a controlled 
bankruptcy and new _ organization that 
creates a new co-op so those who want to 
stay can. 

Does this all sound very familiar? 

There had originally been 5,000 timeshare 
weeks sold here at Gurney’s. When George got 
involved, the number had dwindled down to 
1953, because all the rest had simply abandoned 
their shares. 

He sized it up. Gurney’s had 109 rooms that 
were co-oped, has a 30,000-square-foot spa, has 
dining rooms that could seat 800, has 180,000 
square feet of improved property, and 10 acres 
on the Atlantic Ocean. 

“I spoke with hundreds of timeshare owners 
to explain our proposal. If they did nothing, their 
maintenance fees would continue to skyrocket 
and they could eventually lose everything 
and continue to face years of lawsuits. Our 
plan included three choices. First, they could 
sell their shares back, which about 1,000 did. 
Secondly, they can stay for four more years 
and not pay any maintenance fee. Or third, 
they could retain their shares, enjoy improved 
Gurney’s for four more years at a capped 
maintenance fee of $1510 per week.” 

And with that, George Filopoulos started the 
revitalization of Gurney’s. He took on a partner, 
Lloyd Goldman. He re-did the Seawater Grill, 
the Ocean Café—the sushi bar is now open— 
improved the Beach Club Restaurant and put in 
a market. He hired Jennifer LeRoy, the daughter 


' of legendary restaurateur Warner LeRoy, to take 


over the food management, hired hotel designer 
Michael Kramer to come in and re-design the 
place and he made a new arrangement with 
Paul Monte, the manager of the inn since Nick’s 
passing five years go, to run Gurney’s with 
the staff he had along with some new staff, 
and the whole thing is underway. There are 
training procedures in place, new furniture, 
new uniforms, new decking throughout, new 
signage, new landscaping. 

“Some people said change the name. 
I said this place has a national reputation. 
Everyone knows it. It’s an icon. And 
I am going to make it the great success it 
once was.” 

As a matter of fact, George says he had not 
been home in Manhattan much for months. And 
he will see it through. 

It is all very exciting. Nick Monte would be 
proud. Maude Gurney, I’m not so sure about. 
But the hamlet of Montauk is so excited to see 
this, its primary hotel and spa, restored so 
wonderfully and professionally. You should

The artwork on this week’s

_ Joel Moens de Hase should 
_be seen in person. His 
p cisital mosaic picture of a 
_ bikini is composed of tiny 
B hotosraphic images. While 
_ these images form an object 
_ that is clear at a distance, 
we do not recognize the 
individual pictures making 
up the bikini until we move closer. Also 
surprising are the images themselves, which 
create the complete mosaic: bikini-clad females. 
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Considering possible themes, the effect is 
intriguing and provocative. 


Where did you get the idea for this mosaic- 
digital-art technique? 

My artwork is a result of a growing process 
and evolution. I started with abstract painting 
and was happy with it for some years. Then, 
slowly, | wanted something more original, 
contemporary and creative. So I thought of 
contemporary tools I could use. I decided to 
switch my paintbrush for my mouse and my 
canvas for my computers, digital camera and 
software. I am still working on these tools and 
researching the technique as well. 
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Can you be specific about your printing on 
contemporary medium? 

I use plexi, Chromalux or pictures that are 
backlit with a full screen of LED. The rendering 
is boarding on the abstract. 


What motivates you to select certain 
subjects? 

From the start I’ve worked on the human 
body. Since the human body is praiseworthy I 
wanted to exalt and glorify it. 


How about all the images of lingerie you 
use? 

We are overwhelmed with pictures on 
the internet so I wanted to emphasize their 
presence. I have used 70,000 different pictures 
(compared with tubes of paint). 


What’s the reaction from the public? 
Everyone reacts to my work, 80% positively. 
That is for me a real success. 


What’s your formal art training? 

I had about three years artistic training so 
I could master the different traditional media 
(oil, acrylic, pencil, watercolor). My computer 
knowledge is self-taught. I am a firm believer 
that technology and science are our only hope 
to save the world from the major problems like 
pollution and climate change. 


Besides technology, what are some of your 
aesthetic influences? 

I do, of course, follow the art scene, especially 
digital, contemporary and conceptual art. 
However, I do not think that pure conceptual 
art that is not at all aesthetic in nature merits 
the attention it has today, but who am | to 
judge? The artist whom I have admired forever 
is Vasarely. He was in advance of his time with 
his optical art before even computers were 
available. Another artist who I love is Renaat 
Iweins for his sensual minimalist works. 


Is anyone in your family an artist? What 
motivated you to become an artist? 

My father and sister are part-time artists. 
What really motivated me is this recurrent need 
to be creative, to share and to express. I want 
to help others see and think out-of-the-box. Like 
most strong art, the suffering of artists gives life 
to art work. I have also put suffering in my art. 


When you are not doing your art, what do 
you do? 

I spent 20 years creating companies, especially 
10 different companies in computer hardware, 
internet architecture, baby items and toys. For 
the last few years I’ve worked with architects in 
home construction. 


Any advice for artists just getting started? 

Be creative. Be yourself. Put your inner self 
into your work. Being an artist is not an easy 
choice but certainly one of the most rewarding 
because when someone buys your art, it is an 
act of love. g@

Flotteron is the captain and a professional 
wakeboard coach, instructing kids on the basics 
and allowing them to try new activities as they 
wish. The top-of-the-line boats have space to 
carry all equipment, meaning that you can try 
any sport at any time. Peconic Water Sports’ 
charter service includes the boat with all the 
fixin’s, plus a captain, making it incredibly 
easy to try your hand at water sports without 
bothering that friend to use his or her boat... 

Slightly intimidated by the kids’ skills, I left 
the kids and their antics behind to hop on a jet 
ski with Peconic Water Sports, and the affiliated 
Peconic Jet Ski, co-owner Matt Flotteron. The 
jet skis are new to the company this year, 
and they rent them out by the hour for tours. 
Those who want to speed across the bays 
have the option of a 70-minute Orient Point 
Tour, exploring the waters around Bug Light; a 
90-minute Shelter Island excursion; or a custom 
tour. We skirted around the bays, topping out 
at thrilling speeds. I felt like a rock skipping 
across the water, barely touching the surface 
as I raced past previously foreign landscape, 
not used to seeing the East End from the water. 

Then, it was time to try my hand at 
wakeboarding. Though not as skilled as the 
campers, | was at least able to stand up with 
ease.

Greenport Harbor Brewery Opens in Peconic

“hy ince 2009, Greenport Harbor Brewing has been 
turning out tasty, refreshing beers right in 
downtown Greenport. Their small brewery/tasting 
room in a converted firehouse on Carpenter Street 
has been turning out a surprising variety of delicious 
brews, all of which thus far have only been available 
on draft. That’s right: up till now, if you wanted 
Greenport Harbor beer, you’d have to go to the 
Greenport tasting room, where you could sample 
what’s on tap and fill a growler with your favorite. 
Or you could go to a bar or restaurant that features 
Greenport Harbor beers. « 

Now, as every beer geek will tell you, there is no 

better way to drink most beers then fresh from the 
tap, but being available only as draft has definitely 
limited Greenport Harbor’s reach. Another limitation 
the brewery has faced is its small space, which has 
meant that it sometimes struggles to meet the strong 
demand for its product. 
’ All of this is about to change. Just a short drive 
along Rt. 25 to the west of Greenport, amidst the 
vineyards of Peconic, Greenport Harbor Brewing 
has opened a much larger brewery. Located in a 
former car dealership, the new brewery promises 
to increase Greenport Harbor’s production by leaps 
and bounds. 

“When we get this new operation running at full 
capacity, we'll be able to brew in one day what 
currently takes us a week to produce at our original 
facility,” enthuses DJ Swanson, Greenport Harbor’s 


head brewer. “A lot of the processes 
will be automated as well, which is 
good. My back won’t put up with all 
the stirring anymore!” 

When we visited the new Peconic 
location in early June, workers were 
still putting the finishing touches on 
the pristine new brewhouse—the 
part of the brewery where the grains 
are boiled to make the “wort,” and 
where the yeast and hops are added— 
while others were busy installing 
infrastructure in the fermentation 
room, where the wort, stored 
in a series of massive steel tanks, 
becomes beer. Comparing the sheer 
size of the new facility to the original 


downtown Greenport space, we could Fire engine pumps beer! 


well imagine the increased output the 

Peconic location will allow. In order 

to accommodate the greater quantity of beer, the 
facility has an enormous cold room, where kegs of 
beer will be kept fresh while awaiting shipment. 

But Greenport Harbor’s ambitions for the new 
location go way beyond just making more of their 
great beer. Here in Peconic, they also plan to do their 
own bottling, which is something that not many Long 
Island craft breweries do. Many rely on “contract 
brewing,” farming out their production. 

“We are philosophically opposed to contract 
brewing for ourselves,” says John Liegey, Greenport 
Harbor Brewing’s founder. “We don’t want other 


folks in charge of our beer!” By setting 
up their own bottling line, Greenport 
Harbor will be able to distribute their 
beer more efficiently for the home 
market, and keep control over every 
stage of the process. Eventually, 
visitors to Greenport Harbor will be 
able to taste beers, have a pint of their 
favorite, and walk away with a six- 
pack, drinking only beer that has been 
produced on-site. 

Also on tap for the new location is an 
expanded tasting room and bar, as well 
as a beer garden and restaurant. The 
restaurant in particular is central to 

= Liegey’s larger vision for the brewery, 

!< which is to advocate for beer as an 

equal to wine as an accompaniment 
for fine food. 

“The restaurant will be all about 
pairing well-made food with well-made beers, to 
help people realize that beer can be every bit as 
appropriate with the right food. There’s a lot of great 
local produce and seafood available out here, and we 
make beers that go really well with it.” 

Whether diners will ever rethink their default 
pairings of food with wine remains to be seen. What 
is clear, though, is that Greenport Harbor Brewing is 
well on its way to establishing Greenport as an East 
End hub for beer. ga

Restaurant Review: Gurney’s Seawater Grill

G urney’s Montauk Resort & Seawater Spa has for 
years possessed what is surely the grandest 
oceanfront site for a restaurant in this community. 
It sits high on a cliff facing an unobstructed view of 
the ocean. Unfortunately, in prior years, because the 
whole resort and spa shares this spectacular view, 
this was considered of secondary importance, just 
one other place from which to enjoy the view. Much 
of it was curtained off. 

No more. The new owners, George Filopoulos 
and Lloyd Goldman, in renovating the resort have 
completely opened up the restaurant, an almost 
banquet hall sized room, to the sea. Now you sit in 
this grand glass box. Furnishings are white. The effect 
gives the appearance of dining in a floating palace. 
This is just one example of the work of Michael 
Kramer, the young designer from Manhattan who is a 
principal at Michael Thomas & Co. and is redesigning 
the whole place. What’s inside this dining experience 
is under the direction of Jennifer Oz LeRoy, the 
daughter of Warner LeRoy, and formerly of Tavern 
on the Green. 

If the restaurant is grand, so is the menu. In 
fact there are several menus. There is a sushi 
menu where Chef Seth Levine, currently also at the 
Hotel Chantelle in Manhattan, runs absolutely and 
fabulously wild. We ordered the Gurney’s Roll, a 
delicious mixture of complimentary tastes involving 
tuna, salmon, avocado and mango, which is topped 
with thinly sliced avocado and tuna in a mango aioli 


sauce. Another spectacular taste is the summer roll, 
which consists of shrimp, yellowtail, white tuna 
with jalapeno, shiso, avocado and watermelon in a 
cucumber wrap. with coconut aioli. 

For our appetizers, we had a refreshing and 
surprising corn-based white clam chowder. We had 
heirloom tomato and burrata, which was presented 
so beautifully we photographed it. It came with micro 
basil, molecular balsamic pearls, balsamic powder, 
crystalized basil and extra virgin olive oil. | had 
Oysters Rockefeller Fritters. This was unforgettable. 
It was crispy bacon and wilted spinach wrapped 
around chopped Montauk oyster fritters with an 
accompanying béchamel dip. 

It is hard to imagine sitting in a glass room with 
the ocean all around, enjoying delicacies such as 
this prepared by a master chef. Main course? One of 
us had a pan-roasted Montauk striped bass served 
with roasted local corn and corn velouté. Another, 
a branzino from the Mediterranean, simply grilled 
with garlic, oil, thyme and grilled lemon, served flaky 
and moist over a bed of sautéed spinach. Both were 
excellent. 

My 10-year-old grandson had a thick, juicy 
cheeseburger with truffle fries. Another diner ordered 
the chicken paillard topped with light arugula salad, 
baby heirloom tomatoes, citrus oil dressing and a 
balsamic glaze. 

And then there were things we did not have time to 
try. This is a big menu. I’d have liked to try the rack 
of lamb, pistachio crusted with white truffle honey 
drizzle, crystalized mint and whipped potatoes. |

would have liked to have tried the filet mignon or 
the porterhouse. 

And then there was dessert. The Over the Rainbow 
Ice Cream sandwich turned out to be a rainbow 
cookie with Madagascar vanilla ice cream. And the 
S’mores Pizza was a delicious crisp flatbread topped 
with hazelnut chocolate, roasted marshmallows and 
graham cracker crumbs. The 10-year-old stared at it 
in amazement. 

Overall, it is hard to imagine that this restaurant is 
not top tier, and soon to be acknowledged as such. 
Some service problems need to be ironed out, but 
when they are, I have no doubt it will be recognized 
as one of the top 10 dining experiences on Long 
Island. A.

Bernhard Embraces Audience at Suffolk Theater

te, andra Bernhard kicks off Suffolk Theater’s first- 
ever Hamptons LGBT Comedy Festival on Friday, 
July 18 with a one-woman show featuring a mix of 
stand-up, music and even a little burlesque. Dan’s 
Papers chatted with the fiery performer about the 
show, her family and upcoming projects. 


Tell us about the show you're bringing to Suffolk 
Theater’s Hamptons LGBT Comedy Festival. 

“Sandyland” is an _ ever-evolving buffet of 
observations, musical numbers and monologues 
that relate to my life. Every day there’s something 
new going on, whether it be socially, politically, 
globally...Usually there’s not enough time to cover it 
all, to be honest. | take things off the lazy Susan as it 
goes by. It’s very much a stream of consciousness. It 
moves fast and keeps people engaged, and most of 
all, entertained. 


How have audiences responded to “Sandyland?” 

“I love the -way you’re doing this!” The core 
audiences know my work from various outlets know 
the mashup of music and comedy and monologues. 
It’s not straight-ahead music or comedy. Show tunes 
are my least covered material. | do a lot of heart- 
wrenching rock and roll and some original songs that 
I write. I like to keep it surprising and interesting. 


Do you have “regulars” that come to multiple 
shows? 


I do, mostly in major markets. People pop up in 
surprising places! 


You have a very significant gay following. Why 
is that and what do you do to maintain that 
relationship? 

My work was always sort of challenging and 
covered topics that the gay audience responds 
to—the irony, the camp, the musical selections, the 
emotional ups and downs of life. Those are all things 
that the gay audiences like. It’s a cut above the way 
other audiences might see my work. 


Your daughter is a teenager now. Does she come 
to your shows? 

She'll be backstage occasionally. The past year 
she hasn’t come as much. She mostly comes to the 
shows I have in vacation settings. Kids start doing 
their own thing [as they get older]. She’s an excellent 
cook. She’s always trying out new things. 


You’ve mentioned that you raised her to be a “city 
girl.” 

Yes. I think most importantly she does 
her social thing. Kids in the city...they can go 
out, get pizza and go to a movie. You don’t have to 
ferry them around. It’s a great sense of independence. 
She’s pretty respectful. She’s into art, she reads a 
lot, she’s interested in quality television and films. 
There’s a lot of stuff. She’s starting to reach out to 
the arts. 


Are you familiar with the East End of Long Island 
at all? 


We've rented over the years, stayed with friends. 
It’s great—as long as you're there when it’s not peak 
[season]! 


Do you keep in touch with anyone from your days 
at The Comedy Store in Los Angeles? 

I have a few friends from that time, like Paul 
Mooney, but overall I kind of left the pure comedy 
scene. I was very fortunate to be able to spread my 
wings and do venues like [the Suffolk Theater]. 


What else do you have in the works? 

I did a guest starring appearance on the new FX 
series You’re the Worst. 1 play myself as an author. 
They’re starting to promote that. I’m also preparing 
to pitch two scripted projects that I’ve co-written 
that I'd be starring in. I’m getting back into it. 


What should Suffolk Theater audiences look 
forward to during your show? 

I try to tailor each performance to the audience. It 
really happens in the moment and depends on what 
the vibe is and who shows up. I really like to make it 
personal and exciting. g@

Reed Reflections on the American Songbook 


BY JOAN BAUM 


hose who like jazz “don’t just like it, they 

love it,” say the 27-year-old Anderson twins, 
Peter and Will Anderson, who have been loving and 
playing this distinctive American art form ever since 
they were eight—when their parents took them to 
a jazz big band concert in Maryland. Keyed up after 
the event, they knew immediately that this music 
was for them. They ran into the kitchen with their 
news: “Mom, we know what we want to do for the 
rest of our lives.” And when their parents bought 
them their first jazz CD with Benny Goodman and 
Duke Ellington, the sounds solidified their choice of 
instruments: clarinet, and a year later, saxophone. 
Their maternal grandfather, whom they never got 
to know, was a “jazz fanatic” and owned thousands 
of records, so they feel they are keeping up the 
family tradition. Though neither of their parents are 
musicians, and nor is their older sister, everyone’s 
been “totally supportive.” A heady high school 
experience exposed the Anderson twins not only to 
top-notch music mentors but to a rigorous academic 
program that stressed structure and discipline— 
which helped them to handle the touring they began 
at the age of 15. They loved math and science, but 
loved music more. As such, the twins moved on 
to Juilliard, where they studied classical and jazz 
—“intimately related,” they note. Thelonious Monk 
describes the two as “one,” but in choosing jazz 
as their primary style, Will and Peter went for “the 
freedom and individuality that the swing beat allows.” 
And in focusing on the American Songbook, they 
welcomed the “challenge of arranging [the songs] 
in an interesting, obscure and beautiful way.” They 
also, on occasion, perform their own compositions.

At Juilliard, the Andersons met and played with 
some of the greats who came to give clinics in the 
jazz program—among them Wynton Marsalis, Jimmy 
Heath, the Village Vanguard Orchestra and Wycliffe 
Gordon. They particularly remember studying with 
Joe Temperley, a baritone sax and bass clarinet 
pro who was wonderfully inspirational but “never 
afraid to give criticism” (and who, in his late 80s, is 
still going strong). Recent headline gigs in the city 
include some of the best known clubs—tridium, 
Dizzy’s Club Coca-Cola, Symphony Space and 59E59, 
where their 2013 appearance, “Le Jazz Hot” broke the 
club’s box office records 


Don’t try to figure out who’s doing what and when. 
These immensely talented, Grammy winning but 
modest virtuoso youngsters chase one another on 
alto and tenor sax, and never more so than when 
they’re joined by colleague Alex Wintz on guitar. 
They all hope to make a difference in the way jazz is 
regarded, they say. Myths persist about the age of 
the jazz audience as an older, sophisticated theatre 
crowd, but as Ellington once remarked, there are 
only two types of music: “good and the other kind.” 
So even though the trio’s selections for Guild Hall— 
standards by Cole Porter, Richard Rodgers Duke 
Ellington, Bud Powell, Vincent Youmans, Jerome Kern 
and Thelonious Monk—may at first seem to reinforce 
this impression, the way the trio plays the classics 
is meant to attract a wider jazz audience which, 
they say, is “non-generational” and transcends race 
and ethnicity as well. With that in mind, the twins 


look to extend performances to schools, parks and 
museums, while still keeping up their steady gigs at 
clubs and concert halls. On July 28, they’ll be making 
their debut performance on The East End, where 
they hope to reunite with Hamptons friends and 
make new ones. Audiences both new and old will 
have a fine opportunity to hear what the trio brings 
to the standards—elegantly composed conversation 
among the instruments, arrangements so clean and 
warm, with dissonant harmonies so subtly satisfying, 
it will seem as though the songs are being heard for 
the first time. #2.

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Living Memories Project: Legacies That Last

The _ slightly out-of-focus 
photo of a dandelion in its 
seedhead phase, dying but 
in the act of replenishing, 
nicely captures the theme of 
this readable, inspirational 
collection of short, personal 
memorials that the editors 
have assembled from 37 
voices, several of whom are 
from Long Island. Titled The 
Living Memories Project: Legacies That Last (Little 
Miami Publishing Co.), the book owes its inception 
to the editors’ desire and need to deal with grief. A 
few years ago, Meryl Ain and her brother Arthur M. 
Fischman lost their mother about a year after their

father died, and Meryl’s husband Stewart Ain lost his 
mother while working on the book—that’s “when the 
project really hit home for me.” They know they’re 
hardly the first to put together such a volume, an act 
that proved cathartic, but they felt they had a special 
idea worth promoting—to integrate the “spirit and 
values” of those who died into the lives of those who 
remain, “not just once, but every day.” 

The collection works. The stories all have an 
informal tone (some record recent loss, others go 
back years), and each story is told by a survivor 
who now “shares” it with the reader, thus giving 
the tributes a sense of intimacy, of confidences 
exchanged (each voice is preceded by a short 
bio, supplied by the editors). Though many stories 
cover familiar elegiac ground—describing stages 
of grief in the loss of a parent, grandparent, 
friend, lover, child—they do so in a cautious way, 
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acknowledging that overcoming grief is not easy and 
in some cases may not succeed. But why not try. 
The essays are never preachy (though preachers— 
rabbis and pastors—provide back-jacket testimony), 
and while the “sharers” offer no how-to protocols, 
common themes emerge. Kudos to the editors who 
saw to it that the prose remained simple. What most 
of the pieces “share,” some overtly, is a commitment 
to keep the loved one alive by starting a project in | 
his or her name—a foundation that does research 
on a disease or contributes to the local community 
or to worldwide needs. The project can be a small- 
memorial scholarship at a school or an annual 
memorial dinner. For Eileen Belmont, legacy led 
to the making of memory quilts, using material or 
clothing belonging to the deceased, a career that 
made her feel part of the lives she recreated. 

With collections, it’s always tempting to note the 
bookends. In this case they are Malachy McCourt’s 
“Death is not Fatal” and Linda Ruth Tosetti’s “Babe 
Ruth: The Name is Magic.” Malachy advises not 
feeling guilt about unresolved issues, and though he 
also says it’s okay to resent the deceased, he thinks 
Oscar Wilde probably got it right—“Forgive your 
enemies. It annoys them.” Harry Chapin’s daughter 
urges following creative pursuits, writing a song or 
doing “some other satisfying endeavor. It’s good 
for the soul.” In other words, mourn, then don’t 
mourn. Live. In the last essay, Tosetti’s (she was 
the “Babe’s babe,” Babe Ruth’s daughter, though he 
did not marry her mother), she points out that 2014 
marks the 100th anniversary of the Babe entering 
major league baseball, but what she really wants 
to celebrate is not so much his achievement on 
the diamond but his humanitarian work, especially 
on behalf of minorities. In other words, seek out 
something new and positive about those who have 
gone. 

Some who suffered loss may have felt challenged 
to overcome more than others. After years of 
mourning the loss of his sister Betty at the age of 45, 
Nick Clooney (the father of George and brother to 
Rosemary) still feels pain (“Keeping Memories Fresh 
and Green”), but retains his sense of humor. Robert 
Meeropol, the son Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were executed on the charge of conspiracy to commit 
espionage, started a victims’ fund for children of 
“targeted prisoners.” What emerges from all the 
stories is that legacy is what we make of it, what we 
do, and that memorials are for us more than about 
the dead. As Dr. Yeou-Cheng M. Ma MD, the sister of 
famous cellist Yo Yo Ma, puts it in “The Language of 
Music,” her father once showed her a geranium plant 
and said, “It grows every day. If you do not grow and 
improve every day, you are less than a plant.”

local gallery once refused to put a Randall 

Rosenthal box of money sculpture in its window. 
To do so would have been a great come-on for the 
gallery, as the $100 “bills,” tied in bundles with a 
“rubber band” and set in a “carton,” were strikingly 
real-looking, but the owner feared a break in. Those 
fortunate enough to own a Rosenthal report similar 
first reactions from friends—yellow pads, baseball 
cards, sections of The New York Times, some pieces 
topped off with the Times Crossword Puzzle (filled 
in!)—causing viewers to think they’re seeing the real 
thing, but the joke’s on them, an aesthetic joke. What 
this talented, award-winning wood artist creates 
in his Springs studio and exhibits in galleries and 
museums all over the world may well be unique— 
ordinary objects carved from a single piece of 


Vermont pine, then inked 
and painted in a teasing 
nod to hyper-realism.

abstracts. Pollock is one of 
Rosenthal’s favorite artists 
along with Van Gogh and 
Saul Steinberg. Referencing 
painters is natural and 
significant for the young- 
looking, athletic 67-year-old. 
Until he was 40, Rosenthal 
considered himself 
exclusively a painter. In 
the ’70s he was doing both 
figurative and color field 
canvases. In the ’80s he did 
square paintings of water 
surfaces, both figurative 
and abstract, and then in 
—"8the 90s he quit painting 
altogether when he started 
building architectural models. 
A graduate of The Carnegie Institute of Technology 
in Pittsburgh, where he majored in painting, 
Rosenthal went on to do carpentry work, eventually 
assisting Norman Jaffe as an architectural designer. 
Sculpting an open-page bible for the Jaffe synagogue 
in East Hampton, Rosenthal found himself turning 
increasingly to what would become his signature 
work. By now he and his wife, the photographer 
Caren Rosenthal, were living in a 100+ year-old 
tool shed in Springs which he built out into a home 
warmed by a wood-burning fire (“it does the entire 
house”). His nearby studio full-of color-coded tools, 
wood, paint and toy cars, is where the magic takes 
place.

Rosenthal creates ordinary objects 
carved from a single piece of 
Vermont pine, then inked and 
painted in a nod to hyper-realism. 


Trends and styles come and go, but Rosenthal 
sculptures only seem to get more popular. Just 
this past January, major articles and full-page 
ads in various publications—including Louis 
K. Meisel’s handsome book Photorealism in the 
Digital Age, Art News, PoetsArtists Magazine (no. 
52) and rht, a premier Turkish fine arts magazine— 
not to mention a segment on the Today show, 
resulted in one million hits in a day to his website, 
randallrosenthal.com. Well, the impish Rosenthal 
concedes, actually 998,000, but “is that cool?” He loves 
what he does—“it’s not about the money”—except 
sculpted money—and he works on similar pieces 
constantly: “there’s always room for improvement” 
and for refining technique. For example, he’s carving 
another in his box-of-money series and wants to 
smooth out an area that’s inaccessible with a regular 
carving tool. So he makes a tool, in this case gluing 
sticky sandpaper to a flexible palette knife. His studio 
overflows with invented, as well as standard, tools, 
including a power saw, though 75% of his work is 
handmade; “hand tools cut cleaner.” Most of the 
dimensions and angles are freeform. Larger pieces 
can take up to three to four months, smaller ones a 
few weeks, but the process is the same—exacting, 
“totally reductive” carving, much of it intuitive, 
from a single block of wood. He sculpts by removing 
material, the exact opposite of what he does when 
he gets to the painting part, and he paints until he is 
satisfied. Neither mode, he points out, leaves much 
room for error. 

“The sculptures I create have no meaning other 
than trying to create a very strong visual image,” 
says Rosenthal. That they do. ga

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New Musical Brings Hamptons Drama Alive

he New York Musical Theatre Festival, an annual 

Manhattan event that fosters development of 
new theatrical work by emerging artists, gets closer 
to the East End this year with Karl Hinze and Becky 
Leigh Goldberg’s Hamptons-set 2/0 Amlent Avenue. 
Hinze, a composer and PhD candidate at Stony Brook 
University and Goldberg, a teacher at both Stony 
Brook University and Suffolk Community College, 
have written a dark musical drama about family 
secrets, ambition and loss set against the backdrop 
of a Hamptons Fourth of July weekend. Dan’s Papers 
spoke with Hinze and Goldberg about the play, their 
East End connections and more. 


Where did the idea for “210 Amlent Avenue” come 
from? 

Hinze: | can’t answer this question fully without 
giving away the end of the play, but suffice to say, 
about six years ago | had an image in my head of a 
huge vacation house, and a certain event that would 
change the lives of everybody inside. I started slowly 
spiraling out from there, constructing over several 
years and the particular cast of characters that would 
inhabit this house and collide in all these interesting, 
funny, and challenging ways. 

Goldberg: Karl pitched the idea to me in 2011, it 
was his baby, and he let me come in and help raise it.

Why the Hamptons? 

Hinze: I have been fascinated by vacation locales, 
and what it would be like to live in one year-round as 
tourists come in and out. The Hamptons struck me 
as the perfect place for a story about the intersection 
of city dwellers and those outside of that hustle-and- 
bustle. I fell in love with the qualities that everyone 
talks about: the chance to escape the city, the beauty 
of the water and the light, and the opportunity to see 
New York people “differently.” 

Goldberg: It’s one of those places that you can 
just get away. And there’s something exciting about 
writing a piece in which the place where people go 
to distract themselves from reality is the place where 
the characters all have to come to terms with the 
consequences of their decisions. There’s this moment 
at the end of the play, where the main character looks 
out at the sunset, and there’s something peaceful and 
freeing about that. 


What are your connections to Long Island, and 
more specifically, the East End? 

Hinze: I spent four years as a graduate student 
in music composition at Stony Brook University. 
Especially as a native Midwesterner, it was 
thrilling to be able to finish teaching my class, hop 
into the car and end up at a beautiful vineyard 


for a wine tasting that afternoon. 

Goldberg: I was raised on Long Island, and was a 
graduate of Ward Melville High School. As a child, I 
spent summers driving out to the East End beaches, 
and as an adult I love the beach, state parks, berry 
picking, and, of course, wine! 

How much of a “character” does the Hamptons play 
in the story? 

Hinze: A big one, | think! Ultimately ours is a story 
about family and how we rectify our pasts with the 
present, but everyone in the story has a particular 
relationship with the Hamptons. For some, it’s a 
luxurious escape, for others, a suburban trap; some 
people know it as their workplace, and others as just 
“home.” We reveal a lot about our characters by how 
they respond to the idea—and the realities—of the 
Hamptons. 


Have you been to the Hamptons often, and if so, 
any favorite places?. 

Hinze: I have always loved getting to the East End 
of Long Island, but—you’re giving away my big secret, 
here—I have never actually been to the Hamptons 
proper. 

Goldberg: I was there just last week with 
my husband. | love looking at the big beautiful 
houses, walking around Amagansett, and the beach 
in Wainscott. My husband and I just went there to 
find the house from Eternal Sunshine of the Spotless 


Mind.

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Take a Walk Through Sag Harbor History 


BY ANNETTE HINKLE 


hen it comes to East End history, it doesn’t 

get much more colorful than Sag Harbor, a 
lively port town with a questionable past and lots of 
tales to uncover. 

Discover history with Sag Harbor Sidewalks, a new 
venture launched this summer by Tony Garro and 
me. Sag Harbor Sidewalks offers regularly scheduled 
historic tours of the village in conjunction with the 
Sag Harbor Whaling & Historical Museum. Tours 
leave from the whaling museum at 3 p.m. on select 
Saturdays throughout the summer with topics 
ranging from the lives of whalers at sea (and the 
wives they left behind), to the village’s impressive 
list of resident writers and even stories of its resident 
ghosts. 

“Sag Harbor started as a seaport, it was the first 
official customs port in the United States in 1790,” 
says Garro. “A bit later in New York State, there were 
two customs ports—New York City and Sag Harbor, 
and for a number of years Sag Harbor was the more 
important of the two ports. It took in more revenue 
than the Port of New York did. 


Our repertoire now includes a mari- 
time tour, a literary tour, a patriotic 
tour, a women’s tour and a haunted 
house tour. 


“Because of that, it’s always been an open 
cosmopolitan place that attracted creative people,” 
Garro adds. “James Fennimore Cooper owned a 
whaling ship and he wrote in Sag Harbor—he started 
the literary tradition of Sag Harbor.” 

“Farmers didn’t want their daughters to come to 
Sag Harbor,” he adds. “Men from literally all over the 
world were there—including Queequeg from Moby 
Dick:” : 

Garro is a retired high school teacher and an 
avid history buff who has spent a great deal of time 
researching Sag Harbor’s history. He first began 
offering historic walking tours of the village 15 years 
ago for the East Hampton and Southampton Trails 
Preservation Societies. 

“I started with a generic tour of Sag Harbor that 
started at Mashashimuet Park and went down Main 
Street,” says Garro. “But as | learned more about the 
history of Sag Harbor, I realized there was too much 
information for just one tour, and started coming up 
with themes.” 

My own role as tour guide grew out of my longtime 
position as the associate editor at a local newspaper, 
where | learned a great deal about the village’s 
history through the stories I pursued for the paper. 
As a result of our collective experience, for the past 
several years, Garro and | have offered occasional 
off-season walking tours of the village. Now, with the 
creation of Sag Harbor Sidewalks, the wider East End 
summer community has the opportunity to learn 
about the village’s history as well. 

There certainly isn’t a shortage of material, 
as Garro and | have learned over the years. Our 
repertoire now includes a maritime tour, a literary 
tour, a patriotic tour, a women’s tour and a haunted 
house tour. 

“Now we’re working on a cemetery tour for next 
season,” notes Garro. 

Beyond the actual history, what really makes Sag 
Harbor ideal for walking tours is its architecture, 
most of which remains intact from the 19th century. 
That means when we say something happened in this 
house, it really did. 

“It’s preservation by neglect,” explains Garro. “Sag 
Harbor never developed as a Hamptons destination 
until very recently. Because of that, there was no 


great demand to raze the houses.” 

“Of the roughly 1,000 dwellings within 
Sag Harbor, probably three quarters are 
19th century or older,” he says. “Many of 
the old houses have remained.” 

As have the stories... and now you can 
hear all about it. £&. 


Sag Harbor Sidewalk tours are offered 
through the Sag Harbor Whaling Museum, 
200 Main Street, Sag Harbor. Tickets are

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Montauk Chamber: The Beginning!

ontauk is distinct from the rest of the East End. 

Laraine Creegan, the Executive Director of 

‘the Montauk Chamber of Commerce, explains that 

it’s because “the people who live here are special. 
Everyone who lives here loves Montauk!” 

It isn’t difficult to love the Hamptons, but 
Montauk’s pride outshines any other town’s. 
Montauk locals and visitors alike are often found 
proudly wearing their Montauk gear, even on the 
sidewalks of Montauk itself. It seems as though it 
would be impossible to find a single person living 
in Montauk who doesn’t love the town. But why? 
“It’s so laid back,” Creegan answers. “It’s flip flops... 
it’s a relaxed atmosphere.” While a Hamptons 
summer is certainly relaxing, Creegan says, “it’s just 
different” than a summer in Montauk. The Hamptons 
are often a destination for high-end shopping, but 
“Montauk is Montauk. That’s the appeal.” 

Montauk has always been this way. Creegan didn’t 
live in Montauk as a child, but she did summer 
here. Every year she and her family traveled from 
their Brooklyn home to spend July and August at 
her grandfather’s house in Montauk. Creegan says, 
like herself, “a lot of people grew up out here and 
they always come back. They say ‘I always loved 
Montauk.” 

Naturally, the town has grown since then, and 
Creegan says that some people have mixed feelings 
about the increased population and more crowded 
beaches.

The hope is to 
expose children to the techniques of sailing and 
to encourage kids to engage in fun, outdoor water 
activities in Montauk. The program was inspired by

Describing symptoms in order to get a diagnosis 
may seem unscientific but that is the only way to 
diagnose Lyme. Ehrlichiosis (which, as I understand 
it, eats the white blood cells) and babesiosis (which 
eats the red blood cells) can be diagnosed with 
blood tests. Since the symptoms of all of these are 
similar, the doctor will treat you with Doxycycline 
and if you continue to feel ill, he or she will consider 
these other two and proceed with blood tests. These 
two diseases are the most deadly.

I feel headachy, feverish, have aches that travel 
from one area to another, feel fluish and experience 
general malaise, | probably have Lyme. If there is a 
bull’s eye rash around a bite, I have it, no doubt. The 
doctor asked me questions about my symptoms, had 
I been bitten (“only” four times this season), do I go 
to areas where ticks might be (we all do because they 
can be anywhere) and based on my answers, he gave 
me a course of Doxycycline. 

These symptoms may indicate any tick borne 
disease, but if you get a sudden high fever, GO 
IMMEDIATELY TO THE EMERGENCY ROOM! 
Ehrlichiosis or babesiosis might be the trigger. 

We have three main kinds of ticks in this area: deer 
ticks, about the size of a grain of pepper, lone star ~ 
ticks, which have a white spot on their backs; and 
dog ticks, which are the largest. They can all transmit 
any or several tick borne diseases with one bite. (I 
felt the need to say this again.) 

Most of the properties where I work are sprayed 
for ticks. Even so, I was bitten while at one of 
these properties. | spray myself daily and | still get 
bitten. Ticks like the warm, moist, dark areas of our 
bodies...behind knees, armpits, waist areas and that 
area that you really don’t want to think might attract 
a tick. 

If I find a tick, I go running to my husband, while 
trying to resist the urge to just pull the thing 
off. Ticks should be removed with sharp, pointed 
tweezers. Pull straight up. No twisting or jerking. Try 
to get it by the head and do not squash the body— 
doing so could push the contents of its stomach into 
you. Treat the spot and your hands with alcohol and 
dispose of the tick in the toilet. Do not squash it with 
your fingers. 

There are a lot of things that one should know 
about ticks in addition to diseases they cause: ways 
to arrange your yard, how to dress for outside 
activities, the places where you will most probably 


- encounter ticks, sprays and other protective devices 


and much more. You can never know too much. Tick 
borne diseases are serious, dangerous and easy to 
get. 

Well, are you scared yet?? a

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Restaurant Review: Red Stixs

KF or most people, Chinese food is about 
convenient takeout, home delivery and a reliable 
list of dishes that is exactly the same, no matter 
which combination of “No. 1,” “Golden,” “Dragon,” 
“Phoenix,” “China,” “Garden” or “Palace” is printed 
on the red, black and white menu. 

While Red Stixs’ menu is in fact red, black and 
white (a color scheme used throughout the interior), 
Water Mill’s new Beijing-style restaurant is nothing 
like your garden-variety takeout joint. So, if you 
haven’t traveled to Asia or experienced real Chinese 
fine dining, forget everything you might expect when 
it comes to the country’s ethnic fare. 

Executive Chef Skinny Mei has designed a menu 
loaded with flavorful dishes suitable for a wide range 
of palates. The large portions are served family-style, 
making the restaurant perfect for groups who don’t 
mind sharing a few plates. Many of the offerings, both 
appetizers and entrées are quite rich, so bring an 
appetite—you'll want to try everything. Lee Meyer, 
my date for this bro-mantic dining adventure, and | 
can both attest to mourning every morsel of wasted 
food at Red Stixs, because anything we left behind 
was due only to our gastro-capacity and not the 
quality of the meal. 

We began our foray into “authentic Beijing cuisine,” 
a la Hamptons, with a selection of satays—skewers 
of shrimp, chicken and beef—each in a luscious 
peanut cream sauce. All three satay varieties had the 
refreshingly NOT peanut-y peanut sauce, but each 


had its own unique character. 
The chicken came rolled in 
an orange carrot flake, and 
the beef, with its tangy hoisin 
glaze, played nicely off the 
cream sauce, while a trio of 
fluffy shrimp committed fully 
to the shared dressing, with 
nothing to interfere. 
Following the incredibly 
rich, and absolutely delicious, 


deliciously doughy, Hand- 
Pulled Noodles in a red pork 
and bean sauce. Prepared 
in-house from  scratch—as 
demonstrated during a very 
entertaining noodle show— 
these have a dense, al dente 
| texture and simple taste that

satays, we dove into the Beijing chicken 
house-favorite Chicken Lettuce 

Wraps. The savory mix of crumbled chicken and 
diced veggies (zucchini most prominently) folded 
nicely in a crispy and refreshing lettuce leaf, which 
held together well beyond expectation, and dazzled 
with a dash of plum sauce. These surprisingly easy to 
eat bites would be perfect on their own, with a cold 
bottle of beer, for a quick lunchtime stop. 

The Seaweed Gambei is a good choice for first- 
time seaweed eaters looking to expand their food 
repertoire. It’s also great on the lettuce wraps. 

Next, our attentive-but-not-intrusive waiter Marco 
delivered a bamboo steamer with a piping hot 
Dumpling Sampler comprising Chicken Sieu Mai, Jade 
Dumplings (shrimp and bamboo shoots) and two 
Vegetable Dumplings. Together the trio of flavors was 
tasty, with a nice texture, if not entirely remarkable. 
The Pork Dumpling with black mushroom and vinegar 
sauce, served separately, was more noteworthy. 

Last in the succession of appetizers was some 


Mignon that was the best dish 

of the night—and I rarely even 

eat red meat. Each lovely slice was melt-in-your- 

mouth tender, with a flour and spice crust—a definite 
must-order for anyone eating at Red Stixs. 

An order of Green Prawns and the Vegetable Fried 
Rice appeared closer to standard Chinese fare, but 
the freshness, texture and subtleties of flavor set 
both far apart from anything on a takeout menu. The 
Beijing Chicken with walnuts in a sweet brown sauce 
was another standout, with a crisp, light quality 
(though dense of flavor) more akin to really well 
done tofu than chicken. A side of bok choi is also 
worth ordering for fans of the Asian veggie. 

Our dessert of individual-sized red velvet and 
chocolate cakes proved irresistible, even if ginger 
milk curd or fried ice cream would have been more 
congruous with the otherwise ethnic cuisine. gp

and specialty food market. 

I taught the dessert in numerous cooking classes 
over time with the original idea of shaved bittersweet 
chocolate layered with Savoiardi ladyfingers and the 
creamy mixture of beaten eggs and mascarpone. 
I recently received a wonderful gift of handpicked 
orchard cherries. The dark red fruit were plump and 
juicy. No doubt, eating them out of hand is always a 
cooling and delicious treat. As their refrigerator time 
is limited I decided to substitute seasonal cherries 
for the chocolate to prepare a cherry tiramisu. Since 
the eggs in the mascarpone mixture are not cooked, 
it is necessary to use organic eggs, which are now 
available at just about every farmstand or farmers 
market on the East End. 

Select plump, deep glossy cherries with their stems 
attached and avoid soft, split or cracked stems. Store 
in refrigerator for up to 3 to 4 days, loosely wrapped. 


CHERRY TIRAMISU 
Tiramisu in Italian, means, “Lift me up.” This 
inspired interpretation will indeed give one a “lift.” 


Serves 8 to 10 


1 pint (2 cups) fresh pitted 
cherries* 

6 large local eggs, separated 
when cold 

1/2 cup granulated sugar 

1 cup (8 oz.) mascarpone 

1/4 teaspoon cream of 

tartar 

2 cups boiling water 

2 tablespoons Medaglia D’Oro 
Instant Espresso or 

strong coffee 

1 tablespoon sweet Marsala wine 
18 to 24 ladyfingers (packaged 
Italian Savoiardi) 


1. Rinse cherries, stem and pit 
them and set aside. 


2. Separate eggs and whites and 
place egg yolks in bowl of electric 
mixer or in bow! with hand electric 
mixer.

coffee mixture on both sides and cover the bottom 
of the dish. Spoon half the mascarpone mixture over 
the ladyfingers, then place a layer of pitted cherries 
over. Repeat procedure of dipping the remaining 
ladyfingers and make a second layer spreading the 
“cream” and another layer of cherries. Cover with 
plastic wrap and refrigerate for several hours or 
overnight. Can be prepared up to two days ahead.

1/4 cup black currant or black cherry jam 
l-inch stick cinnamon 

zest of 1 lemon 

1/2 cup heavy cream 


1. Wash the cherries and pit them, leaving them 
whole. Combine them in a saucepan with the sugar, 
wine, jam, cinnamon and lemon zest. Bring to a boil, 
reduce the heat, and simmer covered for 20 minutes.

2. Just before serving, whip the cream and place 
a dollop on top of the cherries in each bowl.

Art galleries, boutiques and gourmet 
food shops bring big crowds of day-trippers eager to 
explore this very walkable village.

ay ut of the figurative ashes of a condominium 
project that flopped, Harbor’s Edge has risen 
and is now putting its luxury waterfront condos in 
Sag Harbor on the market. 

Located at 21 West Water Street, the condominium 
building, including a 50-foot rooftop lap pool and sun 
deck, has been completely reimagined from what it 
was once intended to be. 

The original project had financing troubles that 
led to bankruptcy for East End Development, LLC, 
after the half-finished building sat idle for more than 
three years. With new financing, a clear title and a 
new creative approach, Harbor’s Edge has made 
lemonade out of lemons. 

The original general contractor Roy “Buddy” 
Wines IV, was brought back in. He says he was urged 
to point out everything he thought was wrong with 
the original plans, and given carte blanche to get the 
job done to higher standards. 

John Schimenti is the new architect, and Nadine 
Hoffman is charged with the interior design. Araiys 
Design is landscaping Harbor’s Edge, including 
private yards with firepits for ground-floor residents 
and walking paths. 


The building had 19 units, but it was reformulated 
into 15 units, with more bedrooms. per unit. The 


exterior was redone, new finishes were put in the 
units and the balconies were rethought to optimize 
the views of Sag Harbor Cove. 

The units are a mix of bungalows, lofts and 
penthouses, with two or three bedrooms. Each 
includes a master bath with radiant heat flooring, 
a guest bath and a powder room. Kitchens include 
PentalQuartz slab countertops and_ high-end 
appliances, including large wine refrigerators. 

Among the amenities are a seasonal concierge
